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COLD  STORAGE  REPORT,  DECEFIBER  1,  1962 

Commodity  summary 

Refrigerated  products  in  storage  on  December  1  totaled  7.8  billion  pounds ^  down  561; 
million  pounds  from  a  month  earlier.    For  this  time  of  year,  warehouse  stocks  were 
at  their  highest  level  ever.    The  previous  December  1  record  of  7.U  billion  was  set 
in  1961.    Utilization  of  public  cooler  and  freezer  storage  rooms  declined  seasonally 
during  November.    Occupancy  of  cooler  space  on  December  1  was  6?  percent,  down  3 
points  from  the  month  before 3  freezer  occupancy,  at  77  percent,  was  2  points  lower. 
Stocks  of  frozen  orange  concentrate  were  lowered  during  November  to  35  million  gallons 
on  December  1.    The  reduction  of  7  million  gallons  was  slightly  larger  than  both  the 
reduction  during  November  I96I  and  the  1957-61  average  decline  for  the  month.  For 
this  time  of  year,  orange  concentrate  stocks  were  7  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier 
and  20  percent  larger  than  average.    A  more  than  usual  reduction  in  frozen  turkey 
stocks  brought  December  1  inventories  to  261|  million  pounds.    The  November  decline  was 
76  million  pounds  compared  with  62  million  last  year  and  kQ  million,  the  average  for 
the  month.    Total  poultry  holdings  were  385  million  pounds  compared  with  U89  million 
on  December  1,  I96I,  and  average  stocks  of  387  million  pounds.    Frozen  vegetable 
holdings  moved  up  contraseasonally  to  1,326  million  pounds.    Greater  than  usual  gains 
in  stocks  of  some  vegetable  items  and  smaller  seasonal  reductions  in  the  others, 
resulted  in  a  net  gain  of  2  million  pounds  during  the  month.    This  time  last  year, 
1,278  million  pounds  vjere  in  storage  while  1,011  million  is  average  for  December  1. 
Supplies  of  frozen  fruits  dipped  seasonally  to  550  million  pounds.     The  November  re- 
duction was  larger  than  a  year  ago  and  the  average.    Fresh  apple  holdings  were  at 
about  the  same  level  as  a  year  earlier  with  1|5  million  bushels  in  storage.  Holdings 
of  pears  were  up  from  a  year  earlier  with  almost  3  million  boxes  in  storage.  Butter 
and  American  cheese  stocks  were  lowered  during  November.    A  reduction  of  38  million 
pounds  brought  the  December  1  butter  inventory  to  3k7  million  pounds .    This  is  half 
again  as  much  as  stocks  of  a  year  earlier  and  over  3  times  the  average.  American 
cheese,  down  22  million  since  November  1,  totaled  399  million  pounds  on  December  1. 
For  the  date,  stocks  were  5  percent  under  the  level  last  year,  but  21  percent  above 
average.    Shell  egg  holdings  totaled  l60,000  cases  and  frozen  eggs,  77  million  pounds 
on  December  1.    Stocks  for  each  commodity  were  larger  than  on  the  corresponding  date 
a  year  ago,  but  lower  than  average  for  December  1.    Beef  holdings  increased  20  million 
pounds  to  170  million  and  pork  gained  I|.6  million  to  207  million  pounds.    For  December  1, 
supplies  of  beef  were  15  percent  under  a  year  earlier,  but  2  percent  above  average. 
Pork  holdings  were  larger  by  7  percent  compared  with  December  1,  I96I,  and  12  percent 
greater  than  average. 

Cooler  and  freezer  stock  changes 

Product  weight  in  both  cooler  and  freezer  rooms  totaled  7.8  billion  pounds  on 
December  1,  down  561|  million  from  a  month  earlier.    Almost  UOO  million  pounds  of  this 
seasonal  downturn  was  in  cooler-held  products,  which  amounted  to  3.8  billion  pounds. 
During  November,  stocks  were  lowered  for  fresh  fruits,  nuts  in  shell,  dairy  products, 
shell  eggs,  and  canned  meats.    Increases  were  reported  for  fresh  vegetables,  dried 
and  evaporated  fruits,  nutmeats,  and  meats.    November  freezer  gains  in  stocks  of 
vegetables  and  meats  were  unable  to  counter  net  withdrawals  of  cream,  butter,  eggs, 
poultry,  fruits,  and  juices,  and  on  December  1,  freezer  holdings  were  down  to  3.9 
billion  pounds.    This  is  about  6  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier  and  26  percent  more 
than  average. 

Storage  occupancy  in  public  warehouses 

Utilization  of  both  cooler  and  freezer  space  in  public  warehouses  decreased  during 
November  following  seasonal  reductions  in  stocks.    Cooler  rooms  were  at  a  67  percent 
level  of  occupancy  on  December  1,  down  3  points  from  the  month  previous  while  freezer 
occupancy,  at  77  percent,  was  down  2  points.    For  this  time  of  year,  cooler  occupancy 
was  above  average  for  the  date  as  well  as  above  last  year's  level.    Freezer  occupancy, 
while  above  average,  was  5  points  under  the  occupancy  reported  a  year  earlier. 
Regionally,  the  East  North  Central  and  East  South  Central  warehouses  showed  freezer 
occupancies  of  better  than  80  percent.     In  the  West  North  Central,  South  Atlantic, 
Mountain,  and  Pacific  freezer  occupancies  were  under  the  national  level  of  77  percent. 
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Dairy  and  dairy  products 

The  average  level  of  warehouse  holdings  of  creamery  butter  during  1962  will  rank 
second  to  record  average  levels  established  in  19$lj-.    Specifically^  December  1  stocks 
totaled  3U7  million  pounds  after  a  November  withdrawal  of  38  million  pounds.  On 
December  1^  19 there  were  I|.23  million  in  storage  after  a  net  change  for  the  previous 
month  of  I4O  million  pounds.    Government  holdings  of  creamery  butter  on  December  1 
totaled  311  million  pounds ^  down  U7  million  from  November  1.    Refrigerated  warehouse 
holdings  of  American  cheese  were  reduced  22  million  pounds  during  November  compared 
with  a  reduction  of  11  million  during  the  month  last  year  and  19  million,  the  5-year 
average.    Reported  holdings  of  American  cheese  totaled  399  million  pounds  on 
December  1.    Holdings  at  this  level  were  5  percent  below  a  year  earlier,  but  21  per- 
cent above  average.    The  government-owned  inventory  of  American  cheese  on  December  1 
totaled  86  million  pounds — below  the  November  1  holdings  by  15  million  pounds. 

Juices,  fruits  and  vegetables 

The  November  disappearance  of  7  million  gallons  of  frozen  orange  concentrate  was 
slightly  larger  than  for  the  month  last  year  and  the  average.    At  35  million  gallons, 
December  1  holdings  were  the  largest  ever  for  the  date  compared  with  17  million 
stored  on  December  1,  I96I5  and  16  million  gallons,  the  average.    Frozen  fruit  supplies 
were  off  28  million  since  November  1,  about  7  million  more  than  a  year  earlier  and  11 
million  more  than  average.    Except  for  stocks  of  frozen  apples,  which  gained  13  million 
pounds  during  the  month  to  52  million,  holdings  of  all  the  other  fruit  items  were 
lowered.    The  largest  reduction,  17  million  pounds,  was  in  stocks  of  frozen  straw- 
berries, which  left  167  million  pounds  on  hand  December  1.    Total  frozen  fruit  stocks 
amounted  to  550  million  pounds,  2  percent  under  the  December  1,  1961  level,  but  6 
percent  greater  than  average.    Supplies  of  frozen  vegetables  moved  up  contraseasonally 
during  November.    A  gain  of  2  million  pounds  brought  the  December  1  level  to  1,326 
million  pounds,  primarily  the  result  of  larger  than  usual  gains  in  stocks  of 
broccoli,  carrots,  cauliflower,  and  french  fries.    These  gains  more  than  offset  the 
seasonal  reductions  for  the  other  vegetable  items  during  the  month.    For  the  date, 
frozen  vegetable  holdings  were  1;  percent  above  a  year  ago  and  31  percent  above 
average. 

Poultry  and  poultry  products 

Frozen  poultry  products  in  storage  on  December  1  totaled  385  million  pounds .  Net 
withdrawals  of  63  million  pounds  during  November  brought  warehouse  holdings  to  21 
percent  below  December  1,  I96I,  and  slightly  below  the  1957-61  average.    The  holiday 
season  withdrawal  of  76  million  pounds  from  the  second  largest  turkey  stocks  of 
record  on  November  1  left  261;  million  pounds  in  storage  on  December  1.    This  stock 
level  was  17  percent  below  holdings  on  December  1  a  year  ago,  but  16  percent  above 
the  5-year  average.    Stocks  of  frozen  eggs  on  December  1  totaled  77  million  pounds 
compared  with  70  million  in  storage  a  year  ago  and  85  million,  the  5-year  average  for 
the  date.    Shell  egg  stocks  declined  seasonally  during  November  with  a  net  change  in 
stocks  of  76,000  cases.    This  decline  was  23  percent  more  than  a  year  ago,  but  about 
one-half  the  average.    Refrigerated  holdings  on  December  1  totaled  160,000  cases. 

Meat  and  meat  products 

The  November  increase  in  warehouse  holdings  of  meat  and  meat  products  of  67  million 
pounds  was  one-fourth  smaller  than  a  year  earlier,  but  one-fifth  larger  than  the 
average.    December  1  holdings,  at  1^56  million  pounds,  were  6  percent  below  the  date 
last  year,  but  6  percent  above  the  average.    Stocks  of  beef  on  December  1  totaled 
170  million  pounds  for  a  net  increase  of  20  million  pounds  from  November  1.  The 
December  1  level  was  15  percent  below  holdings  on  the  same  date  last  year,  but  2 
percent  above  the  average.    Pork  stocks  increased  seasonally  by  14.6  million  pounds 
during  November  and  totaled  207  million  on  December  1.    These  holdings  were  7  percent 
above  the  same  date  last  year  and  12  percent  above  average.    Frozen  ham  stocks,  at  36 
million  pounds  on  December  1,  were  practically  unchanged  from  a  month  ago,  but  20 
percent  larger  than  December  1,  I96I  holdings.    Stocks  of  frozen  pork  bellies  on 
December  1  totaled  3l|-  million  pounds  compared  with  16  million  on  November  1  and  23 
million  pounds  in  storage  last  year  on  December  1.
